DR. WILLIAM SHIVE stated he had filed a petition signed by more than 50%
of the property owners within 200' of the location at 3406 Jefferson Street for
change of zoming of this property from "C-1" to "C". He stated if this were su
cdessful the next step would be to resort to Court Action against non-conforming
usés, which action might harm all non~conforming uses in the City. He suggested
the Council teke under considerstion an amepdment to the zoning text and refer
t0 the Planning Commission for recommendation back to the Council within this
30-day time (the time before the R. G. Mueller case comes back before the
Council), whereby a non~conforming use would not apply when more than 50% of
the property owners have requested the Council, and the Council concurred that
the cHEhgEthe Pesehtidedy (ThehCouieil had before it the Notice from the City
Manager that the PETITION OF PROPERTY OWNERS FILED BY MR. WILLIAM SHIVE, for
change of zoning of Emma Miller Exline property at 3406 Jefferson Street, from
"C-1" to "C" had been referred to the Plen Commission. Councilman Pearson moved
that this be referred to the Planning Commission for further study. The motion
seconded by Councilman Thompson, carried by the following vote:

Coupcilman Pearson suggested that this matter be
deferred for a week or two in order to loock into it and come up with some satis-
factory solution.

Cedar, 0. C., HOUSTON, 1194 Cedar, and MR. & MRS, JIM FLIPPEN, 1190 Cedar, explain

ed a problem of drainage in this area. The Director of Public Works explainedd
that plans had been worked up for drainage, and it was & matter of property-owner

participation whereby the property owners would pay for the pipe, and the city
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install it. Councilman Long asked about the possibility of having this work done
on the insteliment plan. It was stated that might be worked out, and the City
could take a lien on the property. MR, HINSON was asked to check with the Direc-
tor of Public Works on the procedure and then get with his heighbors and try to
work out the details.

THE Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not guarsantee that the space assigned above is clear from
other underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at
hand, and that the minimm depth skated does not have any reference to the fact
that greater depths may not be required at special points. When the Southern
Union Gas Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations
or working points from which to base the location of their assignments » they
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shall apply to the Department of Publfc Works not less than three (3) days
before such information is required. The Houthern Union Gas Company is further
put upon notice that they will be reguired to bear the expense of reparis or
replacement of any underground utility damaged during the construction of lines
ngmed in this resolutlon.

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
mast be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the dltches.

“Al) drainsge, natural orotherwise, from this filling station is to be
disposed of in such a manner that such drainage will noi flow acrose the side-
walk area into the street and furthermore, shall not create a nuisance to others
in the neighborhood and it is understood that the disposal of such drainage sha
be entirely the responsibiliiy of the property owner.

"We recommand that C. D. Shafer be granted permission to construct,
maintain and operate said drive-in gasoline filling station and to construct
curbs, ramps and sidewslks in conjunction therewith, subject to the following
conditions,

(1) fThat all builldings and wquipment shall be placed inside of the
property line, correct lines to be cobtained before eonstruction starts or
equipment is installed. Lines and grades t0 be obtained from the Department
of Public Works for entrances and dirveways, building lines to ba approved by
the City Building Inspector.

(4} fThat the grades of the station shall be such that no waste water
or oils or any floor washings shall bver pass over the City into & combined
grease and sand trap which shall be constructeditn accordance with our standard
plan 2 - H « 146,

"(5) That all filling station improvements, pump islands, driveways,
ramps, gutters, sidewalks and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the
expense of the applicant as set forth upon the plan hereto attached, which
plan bears the Department of Public Works file number 2 - H -1252.

“The original disegreement with Mr. Skinner was the issuance of &
conditional building permit to Mr. Skinner for the building of a duplex apart-
ment, He was advised at the time that the permit was conditioned on the
Planning Commission's approving & street or subdivision layout on My, Skinner's
land.

He was
furtber advised that he would have some costs in his subdivision because of
drainage facilities that should be installed. These were estimated to cost
approximately $1,200.00. Mr. Skinner has not made any arrangements with the
eitycPors thégssiblities, &and &s5ianresull,ntherCity~Cpuncil has not formally
approved Mr. Skinner's subdivision.

“In a conference with Mr. Skinuer on Monday, Janvary 10th, he advised
that he would meet the Financlal arrangements for the utilities. He was furthen
advised that he might build an additional building on his land, irrespective of
a subdivision plat, provided that he furnished his own utilities from the exish-
ing iines that he now has on his premises.

"As long as he continues to have sole ownership of these houses and is
served from the single point for water, he could proceed with the buildings, but
if and when he s0ld off a part, or & house with the necessary land, he would be
into diffieulties with the City.

"The claims as set out by Mr. Skinner are certainly not justifiable.
The ground rent which he claims on eight poles, ete. » is for poles which are
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serving his own home and garage apartment. If he is not willing to provide an
easement at no cost,these poles can be removed and electric service discontinued.

The Director of Public Works stated the street was being widened, and the should-
ers would be gravelled, and there would be quite a bit of walking space. Work
was starting from Oltorf and running to Cardinal Lane.

Councilmen Pearson inguired about the Sewer from South lst Street. The
Director of Public Works stated this would help those people. He suggested that
the people be advised to get in touch with his Department so that it could be
worked out if they could be connected on to the line.

Councilman White 1nqjuired why one of the former election judges had been
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removed from the list. It was explained he was not qﬁalified as he was a
Justice of the Reace. The Mayor was to contact him.

Councilman White asked that 384 Street from East Avenue to Red River be
checked to see if something could be done about ii--it was practicaly impassable

JESS MEDLOCK, 1418 Redwood, had petitioned for bus service. The Mayor
stated his petition bhad been referred to the Bus Company, and as soon as a
report was received from MR, BEN GREIG, he would be notified.

There being no further business, at 1:15 P.M. Counciiman Thompson moved
that the Council adjourn, subject to the call of the Mayor. The motion, seconded
by Councilman White, carried by the following vote:
